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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Makower et al. (5,380,290). Makower reference discloses an access device 
substantially as claimed (see figures 1 , 2, and 9) including an outer wall (14) with a 
lumen and a window (36) having a groove (26) in communication between the distal end 
of the access device and the window. Also disclosed is a housing (15) attached to the 
outer wall. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nash 
et al. (6,517,518). Nash reference discloses the access device substantially as claimed 
(see figures 1-4 and 7) including an outer wall (20) with a lumen and a window (34) 
having a groove (28) in communication between the distal end of the access device and 
the window. Also disclosed is a housing (see figure 7) attached to the outer wall. 

4. The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
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under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 09 April 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the claimed invention defines over the prior art 
cited above because it is "of a sufficient size to pass colostomy surgical instrumentation 
through the window." However, this limitation is merely intended use and does not set 
forth an inherent size required of the window or the access member. The devices in the 
art cited above are capable of passing surgical instruments there through that can be 
used in colostomy procedures. The structure defined by and required by the claims is 
disclosed in both of the cited prior art documents above.
